disheartening pest to put him down in 
deep despair.

-N inety- 
sevi n dead were accounted for at 7 a. 
m. today in the Kemmerer Goal Com­

were entombed. 
Eighty-six bodies have been taken 
from the shaft and 11 more located. 
After a check up mine officals said 
137 men entered the shaft Tuesday. 
Of thes*‘ 37 were brought out alive, 
which leaves three missing. 
K< tm merer, 
Wyo., 
Aug. 15.—The 
toll of lives lost in the explosion in 
Frontier mine No. 1 of the Kemmerer 
Coal Co., Tuesday morning is expect­ 
ed to exceed 100. 
More 
than 50 bodies 
have 
been 
brought out. 
Dawn found weary res­ 
cue work* is still toiling in the tum ­ 
bled s h a f t where bodies of hopelessly 
trapped miners lay piled in a grew- 
Homt mass against the tons of wreck­ 
age 
that 
formed a barrier against 
their escape after the blast. 
Most of the lives were lost nearly a 
mile underground. 
There was an ex­ 
plosion which resulted in a cavein on 
several lower levels 
and 
poisonous 
gasses swept through the shaft, snuf­ 
fing out the lives of the 
imprisoned 
workers. 
The victims were charred 
beyond recognition indicating that an 
intense 
flame 
had 
seared its way 
through the shaft, turning passage­ 
ways into an inferno. 
The cargoes of cars 
brought 
up 
from below were more grim because 
on several of dead miners’ caps elec­ 
tric mine lamps still burned. 
The rescue crews worked all night 
fighting 
gas 
and debris. 
They ex­ 
pected to complete their search, hop- 
ng against hope of tinding more men 
alive, early today. 
The bodies were 
brought to the surface at intervals of 
the night and carried 
by 
squads to 
temporary 
morgues, 
where 
frantic 
elatives of men who might be dead 
>r missing clamored about. 
Thirty-seven escaped alive from the 
haft and these quickly recovered. 
An accurate check of the numbei 
missing was impossible for some time, 
ompany officials said.

underground when the explosion came. 
A gas explosion is believed to have 
been the start of the catastrophe, fol­ 
lowed by a tumbling of tons of earth. 
The blast was not heard on the sur­

maddened by the blast,

blindly about until they encountered 
the deadly gasses coming through the 
tunnels.

gas and fell dead.

THE CURRENCY? ii 


George E. Roberts Gives Com­ 
mon Sense Explanation for 
Currency Increase and 
Decrease. 


GOVERNMENT TOOK NO PART 


Due to Changes in Supply, Demand 
and 
Prices 
of 
Commodities 
Caused 
by 
War'— Federal 
Reserve Not to Blame. 


The mistaken notion that the cur­ 
rency is inflated and deflated by the 
government in the United States from 
motives beyond the understanding of 
average people is effectually set at 
rest by George E. 
Roberts, noted 
banker and exponent of sound money, 
In an article in the Journal of the 
American Rankers Association. 
“There has been inflation by the 
governments of Germany and other 
European countries, which have is­ 
sued money for the purpose of paying 
their expenses.” Mr. Roberts says. 
“The United States Government has 
done nothing of this kind since the 
Civil War. 
“There is a genuine need for elas­ 
ticity in the volume of currency, and 
for machinery to adjust it to the legit­ 
imate needs of the country. 
The 
means provided are the Federal Re­ 
serve Banks, authorized to issue cur­ 
rency to their member banks, either 
in payment of deposits or for loans 


Side-Tracked Like Freight Cars 
“More currency is needed in Sep­ 
tember, October. November and De­ 
cember than in January and February. 
As business slackens, currency nat­ 
urally retires from circulation. Money 
accumulates in the member banks 
and they send it in to the Reserve 
banks, which in effect retires it, as 
freight cars are retired when traffic 
falls off 
“What caused the great inflation of 
credit and currency? 
It was due pri­ 
marily to the war, which made ex­ 
traordinary demands upon the indus­ 
tries and caused a great rise of wages 
and prices. 
It was inevitable that 
more credit and money would be 
called for to carry on business. 
“The boom year of business that fol­ 
lowed the armistice was likewise ab­ 
normal. 
The end of the war released 
great many demands that had been 
held in check. 
The foreign demands 
pon us at first increased. There was 
temporary stimulus, but the volume 
of business was abnormal and could 
not be sustained. 
Agricultural pro­ 
duction in Europe revived, the prices 
of agricultural products moved bRck 
toward normal, Importations from the 
United States fell off, prices declined, 
“deflation” began. 
“Some say ‘inflation should not be 
permitted,' but if war occurs inflation 
is 
unavoidable. 
Recruiting 
armies 
makes a labor scarcity. 
Contractors 
bid above going wages to attract men. 
The war industries did the same and 
the peace industries raised wages to 
bold tbeir men. 
Governments of E5u- 
rope sent representatives to this coun­ 
try to buy food and they bid up prices 
on the grain exchanges. Higher levels 
of wages and prices meant that more 
credit 
and money was required 
to 
handle business. 
More Business, More Money 
“The increased issues of currency 
was a result of allowing business to 
go ahead, upon the rising level of 
wages and prices. When a factory 
pay-roll doubled, twice as much cur­ 
rency 
had 
to be furnished for it 
When 
cotton rose from 10 cents a 
pound to 30 and 40, more currency 
was required to handle the crop, and 
so all around the circle. 
“Deflation did not come by an act 
of the government or the Federal Re­ 
serve authorities in suddenly with­ 
drawing money from circulation. 
De­ 
flation came naturally when business 
fell off and prices declined. 
Just as 
an increasing volume of business at 
higher prices called more currency 
Into use, so a decreasing volume of 
business at lower prices released cur­ 
rency from use and caused it to re­ 
turn to the Reserve banks 
“There has been absolutely nothing 
new or strange in these price move­ 
ments related to the war. 
Inflation 
and deflation have been Just as al­ 
ways when wars have occurred. 
The 
only new factor has been the popula­ 
tion. 
That is always being renewed, 
and most people do not learn by the 
experince of others. When hard times 
come it is always the thing to lay the 
blamed on somebody, and this time 
the Federal Reserve System has taken 
most of it.”

Jefferson City, Aug. 10fh-By a vote 
40 to 5 the convention has decided to 
submit .its work when completed 
in 
the form of amendments. 
These will, 
according to the plan of the commit­ 
tee on Submission and Address to the 
People, consist of articles, 
parts of 
article«, sections and groups of sec­ 
tions arranged in such a way that the 
people may have the fullest possible 
opportunity 
to 
express 
themselves, 
for or against any proposition submit­ 
ted. 


In the debate on the question some 
members were disposed to favor sub­ 
mit ting 
the 
constitution as a com­ 
plete revised instrument, but the vote 
showed that they were <in the minor­ 
ity. 
As has been said before, 
some 
articles are so written th a t they must 
bt passed on as a whole or rejected 
as a whole, in which case the article 
in 
the 
old 
constitution will stand. 
This is true of the judiciary system 
which is complete and wtill either have 
to he adopted or rejected as a whole. 
The educational article sets up a new 
plan 
of 
administering 
the 
public 
schools of the state, providing for an 
elected board of education which is 
to select a commissioner 
of 
educa­ 
tion, in place of the present plan of 
an 
elected 
state 
superintendent of 
schools and an ex officio board which 
does not function. 
This report will in 
all probability be submitted 
as 
an 
amendment. 
Another article will be the one deal­ 
ing with e.»unties, cities and villages 
with its amended sections extending 
home rule to all cities 
of 
the state 
where it is now confined to but two 
cities and is in effect not home rule 
at all. 
The article on executive and 
ministerial departmt rot* provides for 
a complete system of budget in 
one 
part and for a limiting of departments 
I to twelve and abolishing all boards 
; and I ureaus as now constituited in an- 
| other. 
It may take two amendments 
, to take care of these 
two 
proposi­ 
tio n s and there may be controversial 
muestions that will have to be separ­ 
ated from the complete 
articles 
so 
'that they may be voted on independ-

It will be impossible to work out 
all these amendments until the amend­ 
ed sections have been road the third

have received 42 or more 
votes. 
As soon as th at is accomplish­ 
ed the committee can perfect its plan 
wthich will be submitted to the con­ 
vention for final approval.

Friends of classification believe that 
on reconsideration they may muster

disapproval.

that there Is a market for high-class, 
well-bred 
horses 
and 
mules. 
The 
small 
undeveloped 
animal 
of poor 
quality is always a drug on the mar­ 
ket, but the offspring; of good brood 
mares bred to pure bred sires of the 
right type, If properly developed and 
broken to harness, nearly always find 
a ready market. 
Figures based on the 1920 census 
show that about 200,000 fewer colts 
were produced In the United States In 
1919 than were ueed&d to supply re­ 
placements of horses and mules on 
farms alone. 
About 225,000 high-class 
animals are needed for annual replace­ 
ment In cities, making a shortage of 
more than 400,000 horses and mules 
produced In the United States In 1919, 
below the number needed for replac­ 
ing losses. 
The department recommends that 
farmers produce replacements enough, 
in connection with general farming, to 
be able to sell off the older work ani­ 
mals 
each 
year. 
The 
market 
de­ 
mands well-broken and trained horses 
that will last a long period of years. 
Therefore, if the colts are broken at 
about three years of age and used on 
the farm a few years, these young 
horses, 
together with 
the breedtug 
stock, will furnish the power for the 
average farm and the young stock will 
be increasing In sale value.

M ATERIALS FOR HOG FLOORS 


Concrete Is Sanitary, but Often Cold 
and Damp— Animals Require 
Clean, Warm Nest. 


The agricultural engineering division 
at University farm has been receiving 
Inquiries concerning the construction 
of hog houses, especially as to the 
material to use for floors. 
“The hog bouse floor Is very Impor­ 
tant If the building is to be permanent 
and satisfactory,” says Prof. H. B. 
Wbite of the division. 
“Hogs desire 
a clean, warm dry and well-bedded 
nest, and this requires care in the 
choice and placing of the materials for 
the floor. 
“Concrete makes a sanitary floor, but 
it is often cold and damp and not de­ 
sirable for small pigs. 
A removable 
floor of wood for the nest to be used 
at farrowing time is a great Improve­ 
ment. Cork brick or creosoted blocks 
are also used for the floor of the nest. 
“Hollow building tile laid on well- 
drained gravel covered with about one 
inch of sand and with the Joints be­ 
tween the tile filled with sand makes 
a dry, warm floor. 
In some cases an 
inch of concrete over the tile is pre­ 
ferred, as It makes a more easily 
cleaned i surf ace, although not so dry.”

Dawn found weary res­ 
cue work*is still toiling in the tu m ­ 
bled shaft where bodies of hopelessly 
trapped m iners lay piled in a grew*

their escape after the blast. 
Most of the lives were lost nearly a 
mile underground. 
There was an ex- 
plorion winch resulted in a cavern on 
several lower levels 
and 
poisonous 
gasses swept through the shaft, snuf­ 
fing out the lives of the im prisoned 
workers. 
The victims were charred 
beyond recognition indicating th a t an

OF WHEAT GRADING SYSTEM 


. .Topeka, Kan., Aug. 15.—The pres­ 
ent 
yr.tt m of wheat grading is cost­ 
ing the farm er money, J. C. Mohler, 
secretary of the State Board of A gri­ 
culture, declared here last night in a 
statem ent m which 
he 
pointed out 
what he term ed a need for a radical 
change in the grading system. 
"A* a m atter of justice, the U nit­ 
ed States Departm ent of A griculture 
owes it to the wheat raisers of the 
country to revise its wheat grading 
syctem ,” 
said 
Mohler. 
‘‘As a m er­ 
chantable commodity the chief value 
of wheat lies in the gluten content, 
but this is not considered 
in 
estab­ 
lishing the Government grades, 
nor 
is it considered in any grading done 
between the farm and the elevator, 
as it is on the boards of trade. 
‘‘The farm er is now the victim of 
two distinct system s of w’heat g rad ­ 
ing. 
When 
he 
sells, it is too often 
without official grading, but in mov­ 
ing to m arket the w heat takes on the 
Government grades 
until it reaches 
the speculators, when much of it is 
graded on its protein content, which 
is the real basis of value.

More Business, More Money 
“The Increased issues of currency 
was a result of allowing business to 
go ahead, upon the rising level of 
wages and prices. 
When a factory 
pay-roll doubled, twice as much cur­ 
rency had to be furnished for It 
When cotton rose from 10 cents a 
pound to 30 and 40, more currency 
was required to handle the crop, and 
so all around the circle. 
“Deflation did not come by an act 
of the government or the Federal Re­ 
serve authorities in suddenly with­ 
drawing money from circulation. De­ 
flation came naturally when business 
fell off and prices declined. 
Just as 
an increasing volume of business at 
higher prices called more currency 
into use, so a decreasing volume of 
business at lower prices released cur­ 
rency from use and caused It to re­ 
turn to the Reserve banks 
"There has been absolutely nothing 
new or strange In these price move­ 
ments related to the war. 
Inflation 
and deflation have been Just as al­ 
ways when w ars have occurred. 
The 
only new factor h a s been the popula­ 
tion. 
That Is alw ays being renewed, 
and moat peuple do not learn by the 
axperince of others. When hard times 
come It is always the thing to lay the 
blamed on aoinebody, and this time 
the Federal Reserve System has taken 
most of it."

ket, but the offspring of good brood 
mares bred to pure-bred sires of the 
right type, if properly developed and 
broken to harness, nearly always find 
a ready market. 
Figures baaed on the 1920 census 
show that about 200,000 fewer colts 
were produced In the United States in 
1919 than were needed to supply re­ 
placements of horse« and mules on 
farms alone. 
About 22A.000 high-class 
animals are needed for annual replace­ 
ment In cities, making a shortage of 
more than 400,000 horses and mules 
produced in the United States in 1919, 
balow the number needed for replac­ 
ing losses. 
The department recommends that 
farmers produce rsplacenivnta enough, 
in connection with general farming, to 
ba able to sell off the older work ani­

MATERIALS FOR HOG FLOORS 


Concrete la 8anltary, but Often Cold 
and Damp— Animals Require 
Clean, Warm Neat. 


The agricultural engineering division 
at University farm has been receiving 
Inquiries concerning the construction 
of bog houses, especially as to tbs 
material to use for floors. 
“The hog house floor is very impor­ 
tant if the building is to be permanent 
and satisfactory," says Prof. H. B. 
White of the division. “Hogs desire 
a clean, warm dry and well-bedded 
nest, and this requires care in the 
choice and placing of the materials for 
the floor. 
“Concrete makes a sanitary floor, but 
it is ofteu cold and damp and not de­ 
sirable for small pigs. A removable 
floor of wood for the nest to be used 
at farrowing time is a great improve­ 
ment. Cork brick or creosoted blocks 
are also used for tke floor of the nest. 
“Hollow building tile laid on well- 
drained gravel covered with about one 
inch of sand and with tke joints be­ 
tween the tile filled with sand makes 
a dry, warm floor. In some cases an 
Inch of concrete over the tile la pre­ 
ferred, as it makes a more easily 
cleaned I surf ace, although not so dry.”

FISH NOT A BRAIN FOOD 


Re*cent 
attem pts to get people to 
eat fish by telling them that it is a 
"brain 
food” 
are 
ridiculed by the 
Journal of the American Medical As­ 
sociation 
(Chicago). 
During 
the 
World War, says an editorial writer, 
many efforts were devoted to the plan 
of conserving certain 
types of food 
supplies, and of encouraging the use 
of other more readily available but 
less popular products. These attempts 
to alter the traditional dietary hah ts 
and food customs of large* numbers of 
persons called for not a little energy 
in the direction of education and pro 
paganda by all sorts of agencies sym­ 
pathetic with the governmental food 
administrations 
bureaus. 
For 
in­ 
stance: 
"The hope of increasing the con­ 
sumption of a great variety of fish 
in place of the much 
needed 
meat 
was fostered for a number of more or 
loss obvious reasons. 
A peculiar dif­ 
ficulty was encountered in the 
fact 
that fish is largely a ‘Friday food’ in 
many homes, and rarely enters there 
into the meals of the remaining days 
of the week. 
There is, of course, no 
physiological reason why such a lim­ 
itation in the use of fish should con­ 
tinue in vogue; indeed, there are reas­ 
ons why fish could 
advantageously 
become a more frequent ingredient of 
the diet in many parts of the country. 
From this standpoint, 
the campaign 
to advertise fish into all-the-week use 
has a defensible 
propriety. 
It 
will 
not be easy to change the established 
limitations of ‘fish-day’, but the at­ 
tempt is certainly justifiable. Not so 
much can be said of another form of 
advertisement which tends to perpet­ 
uate a long-fostered illusion.

In 
widely circulated 
advertisements of

an unworthy perpetuation of the old 
absurd adage the fish is brain food. 
The fallacy of the assumption 
that 
piere are specific foods 
for

quire repetition."—Literary Digest.
